Are you business 
men prepared to allow payment of your 
outstanding accounts to rest on the 
higher motives of thé people? . You 
know you can’t. Yet you expect mé as 
a minister to appeal to them on Sun- 
day, when they are covered with a lot 
of moral rot.. Our whole system of 
ethics is based on the utilitarian basis. 
It, is divorced from. the book which 
alone can make it-dynamic. This is 
a generation of men and women who 
are learning how not to be found out, 
how to get the ereneres- and yet 
“escape punishment.”

Complete figures of the registration 
of, voters in Greater New York fur- 
nish interesting proof, first of. all, 
of shifts in the population. As was 
expected, Manhattan fell about -100,- 
000 beLing 1924. But the Bronx and 
Queens ‘showed large gaing, the latter | 
borough having even outstripped: the 
régistration in the last Presidential 
year, For the whole city, ‘the increase 
over 1925 is above 100,000, | though 
the total is 160,000 less than in 1924. 
Taking. into, account the gain. in pop⸗ 
ulation. during the past. two years, 
the number of eligible voters, today 
may be reckoned at ‘some 200,000 
greater than the recorded registration 
last.week. However, the estimates of 
the politicians were exceeded, and we 
have at least the comfort of believ- 
ing that the election will not go by 
default.

Well, the Cardinals won the world’s 
series after all in a game which put 
to the test every bit of courage they 
had. They got some breaks @hich 
sort of evened up the hard luck they 
‘had in the fifth game in St. Louis in 
which Bill Sherdel was beaten in the 


tenth inning, but the breaks they got 
yesterday were not so much good luck 


for them as bad playing by the 
Yankees. The errors of Koenig -and 
Meusel in the fourth inning were both, 
made on easy plays, and the only thing 
that happened in the game that could 
be really called.a break for the Cards 
was the Alphonse and Gaston play be- 
tween Meusel end K g in the-same 
inning on aspop fly by Chick Hafey, 
which filled the bases and which 
should have let Meuse! get. 

‘There were many things that hap- 
pened in this game, and the best way 
to take them up is one at a time and 
in order, but first I want to say a 
few words about the pitching and the 
general playing 

Waite Hoyt, ‘who started for the 
Yankees, pitched fine ball, and all my 
sympathy goes out to him for the 
‘misplays which cost him the game. 
Huggins wisely picked him to. start 
after Dutch Ruether reported at the 
grounds sick. He had all the confi- 
dénce in the world, and was pitching 
mighty easily when the errors came 
up. If Koenig had not muffed a 
grounder by Lester Bell in the fourth 
inning and missed an easy double play, 
Hoyt » ht have got a shut-out. As 
it was, Huggins had to take him out 
_in the sixth inning for a pinch hitter 
and start the seventh with Herb Pen- 
nock, who. pitched fine ball for the 
rest of the game. 


Alexander Made Good. 


But most of my praise goes to old 
Grover Alexander, one of the bravest 


fellows who ever stood on the slab. 
Old Alex had to be called on again 
yesterday after pitching a wonderful, 
heady game for a victory the day be- 
fore, and he went into the box in the 
seventh inning with the bases full and 
two out and made good in as hard a 
spot as you could pick. 

Jess Haines didn’t go well at aill. 
He was pitching with a split finger 
which he hurt the other day here and 
he didn’t have his old control. The 
Yanks were hitting him hard and good 
fielding by the Cards, especially Theve- 
now, had pot him out of several holes. 
He filled« the bases in the seventh, 
when the‘score stood three to two, and 
Rogers Hornsby had to call on old 
Alex to save the day. 

‘Old Alex did it by striking out Tosty 
Lazzeri on a low curve, and after that 
the Cardinals were never in any real 
danger.’ Old Alex just kept them out 
of it by great pitching, in which he 
used his slow curve, his head and his 
nerve in as fine an exhibition of what 
a pitcher ought to be as I ever saw. 
I can’t ee 4 too much to show my feel- 
ing for the way Alex held back the 
Yankee sluggers. 

I feel like praising every member of 
the Cardinal’s team, but I’m going to 
hold myself back with singling out 
Tommy Thevenow right now. . Little 
Tommy ought to stack up alongside 
the leaders of this world’s series for 
his hitting and his fielding in the 
pinches. He has been one of the most 
dangerous hitters in the leazW@e all sea- 
son in a pinch, and he showed again 
in the last game, as he did in the other 
games of*the world’s series, just how 
dangerous a hitter he can be. He 
drove in the second and third, which 
were the winning runs, in the fourth 
inning with a single to right while the 
bases were full:

And in the fourth inning, when the

It appears 
that the Government's policy is to take 
advantage of any large offers of for- 
eign exchange to replenish the reserve 
which the bank already holds in that 
form for the purpose of steadying

cognizance of them, They would chief- 
ly serve to satisfy French public opin- | 
ion and Partiamentary opposition. 

Since the Ministry’s position now ap- 
pears to be unexpectedly strong, in 
spite of recent attacks by the Opposi- 
tion, the. market has somewhat 
changed its ground as to political prob- 
abilities, and now entertains the hope 
that the agreements will be ratified 
next month.
